2 A Proclamation forbidding all His Majeſties Subjects belonging 
to the Trained Bands or Militia of this Kingdom, to Riſe, March, Muſter or Exercile, 
by vertue of any Order or Ordinance of one or both Houſes of Parliament, without con- 
ſent or Warrant from His Majeſtic, upon pain of puniſhment according tothe Laws. 


bereas by the Statute made in the ſeventh ycer of King Edward the 
— — = firſt, The Prelates, Earls, Barons, and Communalty of the Realm affirmed in 
Parliament, That to the King it belongeth, and His part it is by His Royall 
[Al] Scigniorie ſtraitly ro defend wearing of Armour, and all other Force againſt the 
[All Peace, at all times when it ſhall pleale Him, and to puniſh them which ſhall do 
I contrary according to the Laws and Uſages of the Realm, and hereunto all Sub- 
J jects are bound to aid the King, as their Soveraign Lord, at all ſeaſons, when 
need ſhall be. And whereas We underſtand, That expꝛeſly contrary 
to the ſaid Statute, and other good Laws of this Our Kingdom, 
under colour and pꝛetence of an Oꝛdinance of Parliament, without 
Our conſent, oꝛ any Commiſſion oꝛ warrant from Us, The trained 
Bands and Militia of this Kingdom, have been lately, and are intended to be put in Arms, and 
dꝛawn into Companies in a Warlike manner, whereby the Peace and Quiet of Our Subjects 
is, oꝛ may be diſturbed : We being deſirous by all gracious and fair Admonitions to pꝛevent, 
that ſome Malignant perſons in this Dur Kingdom do not by degrees ſeduce Our good 
Subjects from their due Obedience to Us, and the Laws of this Our Kingdom, ſubtiliy en- 
deavouring by a generall Combuſtion oz Confuſton to Hide their miſchievous Deſignes and 
Jutentions againſt the Peace of this Our Kingdom, and under a ſpectous pꝛetence of putting 
Our Trained Bands into a Poſture, dꝛaw and engage Dur good Subjects in a warlike Op- 
poſition againſt Us, as Our Town of Hull is already by the Treaſon of Sir John Hotham, who 
at firſt pꝛetended to put a Gariſon into the ſame, onely foꝛ Dur Security and Service, 

We do therefoꝛe by this Our Pꝛoclamation expꝛeſiy Charge and Command all Our She- 
riffs, and all Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, Serjeant⸗Majoꝛs, Captains, Officers, and 
Souldiers belonging to the Trained Bands of this Our Kingdom, and likewiſe all High 
and Petty-Conſtables, and other Dur Officers and Subjects whatſoever, upon their Alle⸗ 
cance, and as they tender the Peace of this Dur Kingdom, Not to Muſter, Leavie, Raiſe, 
02 March, oꝛ to Summon, oꝛ Warn upon any Warrant, D2der, oꝛ Oꝛdinance from one, 02 
both Our Houſes of Parliament whereto We Have not oꝛ ſhall not give Our expꝛeſſe Conſent) 
any of Our Trained Bands, oꝛ other Foꝛces, to Riſe, Muſter, March, oz Exerciſe, without 
expꝛeſſe Warrant under Our Hand, oꝛ Warrant from Our Sheriffe ofthe County, grounded 
upon a particular voꝛit to that purpoſe, under Our great Seal. And in caſe any of Our Trat- 
ned Bands ſhall Riſe, oz gather together contrary to this Our Command, we ſhall then call 
them in due time to a ſtrict Account, and p2oceed Legally againſt then as Uiolaters of the 
Laws, and Diſturbers ok the Peace of the Kingdom,
